GOING BIGHT AHEAD. 


Maoon in the Push—She Will Have 


Water Works. 


The late injunction proceedings in the 


circuit court against the city council at 
Meoon over its commendable enterprise 
in (jiving the people of the town a good 
system of water works, practically ended 
in smoke. The town will have water 
works just the same, The injunction did 
not stop the improvement, except to 
delay it a few weeks until the counoil 
coald care the only defeat in the proceed 
ings, which was the failure to advertise 
for sealed bids. The counoil has reme- 
died that technical defect by advertising 
for sealed bids, and will re-let the con- 
tract on December 5th. Tlie present im- 
provement contemplates the expenditure 
of §850 to be used for the tower 40 feet 
high, the reservoir and the double pumps. 
The well is six teet in diameter and 120 
deep. The money is to be raised by gen- 
eral taxation. Next year water pipes 
will be laid in the streets, and then in 
dry seasons Macon will have pure water 
from the public well, besides possessing 
a good system for fire protection.

BEFORE THE STORM. 


rhe Present Deceptive Calm in 


Chinese Affairs 


REGARDED AS APERCORSOR OF EVIL. 


The Trouble Springs from Hatred of 


Foreigners Rather than 
Prejudice 


Ag&tnst any Foreign Religion—A 


Resume of the Situation. 


SHANO-HAI,NOV, 10.—The special oar- 


respondent of the United Press lias 
had an 
interview 
with Missionary 


Coekburn, of tlio Scotch mission nt 
Ichang, who was among- the sufferers 
by the recent anti-foreign riots nt that 
place. Mr. Coekburn is a shreml ob- 
server, and a man of long experience 
among the Chinese. 
Ho says that ho 


believes 
that 
the- present 
troubles 


spring1 from hatred of foreigners as a 
race, on the part of tho Chinese, and 
not from any special prejudice against 
foreign religion. This view as to the 
motives for the outrages and murders 
is shared by Kev. Mr. Dart, of tho 
American mission. 


There seems to be just now consider- 


able apathy at Shang-IIai. 
Everybody 


is waiting to sec what tho foreign gov- 
ornments will do. To appearances all 
except the French are unwilling to take 
any steps that might bring1 on actual 
war. 
The French nro aggressive, but 


in this respect they stand alone among 
the powers. The English are bent upon 
giving protection in every instance 
where it appears to bd needed, so far as 
their force in Chinese waters will per- 
mit, but they apparently have a stronger 
sense of the Russian encroachments on 
the Pamir, where China may prove a 
valuable ally, than of danger to liritish 
(subjects in China. 


The Chinese authorities, under ap- 


prehension of punishment from tho 
foreign fleets, are showing a little 
more diligence in the punishment of 
the insurgents that fall into 
their 


hands. Two more rebels have been 
beheaded at Ichang and a number of 
others have been 
subjected to tho 


various tortures which tho 
Chinese 


Icnow so well bow to apply. 


The foreign colonies were also gratl 


Oed yesterday by the news, just com- 
municated to the United Press cor- 
respondent that China had paid two in 
dcmnitics, one of 510,000 for the out- 
rages committed 
by the rioters at 


Wuhu, and another of, 820,000 to the 
relatives of the victims massacred at 
Wusih. This peace-bearing- announc- 
tnent is marred by the information that 
15,000 rebels are in arms at Tehwci; 
that they have repeating rifles, and 
that they are particularly animated 
with hatred of foreigners, for whose 
destruction they are continually yell- 
ing. 


The Chinese officials arc powerless 


against this formidable body of insur- 
gents, and are apparently glad to bo let 
alone. The possession of the repeating 
rifles indicates that tho rebel1) have 
means at their command suflleient to 
purchase tbCHU weapons, and that they 
nave also had the opportunity to import 
them. This fact testifies to tho wide 
spread character of the movement. 


The British consul said yesterday in 


an interview, that, in his opinion, the 
present calm was deceptive.1 thafc the 
folcano was blumbcrinjr, but not ex- 
tinct, 
and 
that general outbreaks 


would probably 
talie place in the 


(pring, to bo followed by massacres in 
lummcr. The consul believes 
that 


tight draught gunboats arc urgently 
needed, so that the towns further re- 
tnoved from the coast can be vistited 
and their fore'g-u residents protected.
